WASHINGTON, D. C., February 1.—The 
House Military committee to-day agreed to 
report the bill authorizing the Presi- 
dent whenever a_ military reservation 
was abandoned and was not needed 
by the War Department, to have the same 
surveyed, platted, appraised and transferred 
to the Secretary of the Interior for sale as 
other public lands.

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A DAY OF DEBATE. - 


Defeat of the Bill for the Relief of 
the Supreme Court. 


Something That Savors of a Job=-ls it. the 
Gas or Street-Car Company Interested?-- 
Political Gossip From the State Capital. 


From our Special Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON City, January 31.—After one 
of the most interesting debates in the his- 
tory of the Missouri Legislature, extending 
through the merning session and in the after- 
noon close on to twilight, the House defeated 
the Heard bill for the relief of the Supreme 
Court, by a vote of 61 ayes to 67 noes, A bill 
increasing the bounty on wolf scalps received 
in the opening hour of the session 41 more 
votes than did. an eminently  en- 


dorsed scheme for the ee termination 
of nearly 1,500 cases that have for four years 
been dragging their hopeless length across 
the docket of the court. There are several 
reasons assigned forthe defeat of the bill. 
Indisereet. perhaps, but surely enthusiastic 
friends of the administration claim that the 
bill was whistled down the wind because 
the appointive power was vested with the 
Supreme Court instead of with the executive. 
Be this asitmay, the fight against it was 
made on the ground of alleged un- 
eonstitutionality. Bashaw, of Monroe 
led the crusad ably as he 
always does anything he undertakes, and he 
was seconded by Ferris, of Ray, who bore 
out the reputation that come before him as 
an expert debater, given him by friends 
who had heard him before the bar in the 
northwest. Sears, of Mason, Wingo,of Dent, 
Startts, of Phelps, and Singleton, of-Barry 
distinguished themselves on the side of op- 
position. |The best speech of the day is con- 
ceeded to Kent, of St. Louis, who spoke for 
the bill as it came from the Senate,and sat 
down amidst the applause from members and 
spectators that must have been as gratifying, 
as the compliment subsequently paid him by 
Mr. Farris, Judge Gage, of Kansas City, 
was as graceful as ever. Moran, of Buchan- 
an, made a forcible effort and skillfully par- 
ried several rather gratuitous interruptions. 
Parker, of Lincoln, made one of his elo- 
quent appeals, and Landers, of Linn, was 
strong and entertaining as he everis. The 
defeat of the bill was a severe blow to its 
friends, and to-night strenuous efforts are 
being made to convert six votes to the sup- 
port of the motion to be made to-morrow 
to reconsider by Walton, of St. Louis, who 
changed his vote aye to no for that purpose. 
The prospects are that the bill will be 
amended materially should the reconsidera- 
tion carry. 
A MATTER TO LOOK INTO. 

McGinniss, of St. Louis, introduced early 
in the session a harmless looking bill, which 
has passed the House and is new in the 
hands of the Senate, the language of which 
is, to-wit: 

Whenever the charter of any corporation in 
this State is about to expire by limitation of 
time, and the stockholders of such corpora- 
tion, ora majority. in interest thereof, de- 
sire to incorporate under the general incor- 
poration laws of this State for the purpose 
of continuing the business of such expiring 
corporation, it shall be lawful for the new 
corporation to adopt the corporate name of 
such old eorporatiohn, provided that 
such new corporation shall organize 
with a capital stock net 
less in amount than thecapltal stock of such 
expiring corporation; and in such case, 
where the charter of the old corporation 
has expired and the new one has gone into 
effect, the words ‘in liquidation’ shall be 
added to the name of the old corporation to 
distinguish it from the new corporation.” 

‘Now what does this mean?” asked a St. 
Louis gentleman of extensive interests to- 
night. Does is mean that when the time 
comes around within the next nine years 
when the charter of the St. Louis Gas Light 
Company is about to expire, that a new St. 
Louis Gas Light Company (in liquidation) is 
to be formed. Does it mean that this ‘‘*new” 
company is to become the possessor of the 
millionanda half dollar plant of pipes, 
lamp-post, ete., which, under the franchise 
of that company, would become the praperty 
of the city at the date of the expiration of 
its charter? Under this bill would the prop- 
erty not be saved to the old 
stockholders in the new company? Owning 
the “‘plant’” would any new company have 
any chance to come in and do business? Or 
is this bill after alla Jittle arrangement for 
the benefit of the Fifth Street Railroad Com- 
pany, as tothe expiration of which charter 
there is some question of date? 

These questions were propounded to your 
correspondent, who suggests their reference 
to the public. 

A STATE BOARD OF GEOLOGY. 

In the Senate to-morrow morning Senator 
sritts, of the Committee on Mines and Min- 
ing, will report a substitute for Senate bill 
37, the act providing for a bureau of geology 
and mines to complete the geological survey 
of the State. The substitute makes the Gov- 
ernor ex-officio president of the Board, which 
is to consist of five members; provides that 
the preparations of manuscript intended for 
publicationin the press shall not interfere 
with the progress or add to the expense of 
the ee ger survey of the State; gives 
the State Geologist} and his assistants 
tull authority to at any time examine and 
inspect the cabinets, maps, surveys, collec- 
tions and instruments of a geological char- 
acter belonging to the State now or to be ac- 
quired hereafter, and winds up with an 
emergency clause. ‘The first board apnoint- 
ed under the provisions of the act will hold 
the office until the first day of January, 1885. 
EXTENSION OF THE CAPITOL. 

One bill loathed by the natives of Jeffer- 
son City, is the biennial document 
proposing the removal of the capital 
to Sedalia. or elsewhere. The Dill 
that the natives revere is one 
proposing an extension of the present in- 
sufficient Capitol buildings. The latter will

attention to them the interests of the public 
would never be served. 
MR. E. C. SLEVIN 

said that he had been opposed tothe bill 
from the outset, not because he was opposed 
to cable railways, but because he was opposed 
to the route of the proposed road. He said 
he thought that one good street 
going west should be left  un- 
obstructed for the use of carriages, 
and Pine was the only one at present, as 
Locust was barred by the park and was 
heavily paved, The route of this new road is 
to be from Fourth to Ninth on Pine on the 
tracks of the Union Depot Company, and 
from there on Pine to Twentieth, thence on 
Chestnut to Grand, along Grand to Laclede 
avenue and on Laclede to Forest Park. Be- 
tween Fourth and Ninth the new company 
propose to carry the cars of the Union Depot 
Company both ways. So far-as he knew 
there was no other feasible route, but he was 
so much opposed to obstructing Pine street 
that he had thought of compelling the Union 
Depot Company, when its charter expires 
next year, to run over the Missouri 
Company’s track to Ninth, and thus leave 
Pine street entirely free. Mr. Slevin believed 
that it was a bona fide company with an hon- 
est intention to build. One good feature of 
the bili, he said, was the fact that the com- 
pany offered tograde and macadamize La- 
clede forty feet wide to Forest Park. A ca- 
ble road, properly constructed, over a differ- 
ent route, would be of great benefit to the 
public, on account of increased speed and 
carrying capacity, but he would not. consent 
to that route. 3 ~. 

MR. E. F. W. MEIER 
said he was heartily in favor of the bill and 
of the road, as he was in favor of everything 
for the public good. This road, he said, was 
undoubtedly for the public good, as it would 
furnish a rapid and easy transit to the park, 
which was now cut off from all except those 
who could afford carriages, The offer of the 
Missouri road to extend its tracks would not 
supply the demand, asa car would be run 
not oftener than every thirty minutes. Mr. 
Meier said it was a shame that the upper 
house had refused persistently to pass the 
general railway bill, as it would obviate 
all difficulty by allowing the new road to 
run over another company’s track. Mr. 
Meier said he would be away on Monday and 
would not be present to vote. 

MR. WOLFINGER 

said he would much prefer another route for 
the road, but would favor the bill anyhow, 
unless something new changed his miud. He 
did not believe the bill wouid pass the House 
even if reported favorably, as the pressure 
the other way was strong.

A reporter met Mr. W. A. Hargadine, of 
Crow, Hargadine & Co., andjasked him what 
he thought of the proposition. ‘Weil,’ 
said he, “that is a dithcuit question to an- 
swer. 1 think the proposed francnise simply 
preposterous. Just look at the map, you see 
how the road will run,” running his finger 
along the proposed route ona map of the 
city. ‘‘Here it comes inside the Forest Park, 
cutting every drive and running all that 
valuable and constantiy appreciating prop- 
erty west of thecity. Of course it wiil cross 
under those roads and avenues but what 
good does thatdo?

A Chat With the Inspector of the City--Dis- 
honesty Among Peddlers. 


The Inspector of Weights and Measures is 
aperson who is rarely mentioned in the 
newspapers, and yet there is not another 
officer in the City Government who exerts a 
more direct influence upon all classes of citi- 
zens. Every yard of cloth that goes to make up 
the garments in which the individual arrays 
himself, every ounce of sustaining material 
necessary for the substsence of the popula- 

‘tion is sold according to measure’ and 
weights, the correctness of which is approv- 
ed by him. He is, therefore, the guardian 
who stands between dishonesty and its in- 
tended victim, to whose vigilance and up- 
rightness every St. Louisan more or less 
must look for protection. The present In- 
speétor of Weights and Measurestis Mr. W. 
H. Rudolph, who has held the position since 
1877. A Post-DIsPpATCH reporter cornered 
Mr. Rudolph i: his office at the 
City Hall this morning and demanded 
to know something about the 
average honesty of St. Louis retail dealers. 
Mr. Rudolph’s. answers to the reporter’s 


interrogatories are an important certificate 
to the genera! fairness of the merchants of 
this city. The first class of dealers to come 
under review were hucksters, whose dealings 
are admittedly open to more susp jcion than 
those of any other class of traders. 

AS TO HUCKSTERS. 

“Oh, hucksters,” -said Mr. Rudolph, ‘‘are 
very early worms, indeed, and it used to re- 
quire a great amount of vigilance to keep up 
with their tricks. One favorite way they 
had invented of swindling customers was 
this: Suppose it was a peck of potatoes 
which was about to be_ transferred 
from the  huekster’s wagon to the 
family basket, the huckster would 
carefully measure out what was apparently 
a heaping measure full and the pure:.ase, 
would go away contented with having got 
value for his money, but sneh was not the 
ease. The huckster used a wooden measure 
with a movable bottom. Whilethe was filiing 
the measure it rested upon the potatoes in 
the wagon and of course was forced part 
Way up; when it was apparently full the 
huckster lifted it by placing One hand under 
it, thus keeping the bottom in its 
false position. As a matter of _ fact 
the purchaser, instead of getting a peck of 
potatoes for the price demanded, actually 
got one-third less. This manner of cheating 
is no longer in existence, wooden measures 
being replaced with iron ones, with which a 
dishonest huckster cannot tamper.” 

“T suppose the hucksters had other means 
of swindling?” 

‘Yes, indeed. The berry season is the dis- 
honest huckster’s carnival, so “to speak. 
They are very quick and very ingenious, but 
I think, so far as my department, 
aided by. the police, can check them, 
everything has been done that is possibie, 
and yet, néverihe.ess, purchasers are con- 
stantly being cheated. For instance, sup- 
ose you are buying a quart of strawberries. 
The huckster in filling your order will not 
dump the berries into the measure while it is 
standing upright, but he will hold it in an 
inverted position and ladle the berries into it 
very quickiy and when itis apparently ful} 
ho willenipty it into your dish and pocket 
your money. If you take the trouble to re- 
measure your berries you will find that 
instead of the quart you have paid for you 
have really received only about two-thirds 
ofaquait. Other huekstets again use tin 
measures that are much dented, and in this 
way succeed in defrauding their customers. 
As a niatter of fact it is astonishing,the num- 
ber of tricks they have devised tu cheat pur- 
chasers; that they are oftentimes successful 
is, as I have said, not the fault of thetinspec- 
tion system, but is directly chargeable to the 
carelessness of people who buy their supplies 
from them.” 

“Are the yard sticks and yard measures 
in retail dry goods stores trustworthy ?” 

“Yes, Sir; eminently so. I can certify to 
that fact with pleasure; because 1 have my- 
self marked them off.” 

“And the grocery stores ?”’ 

“[ don’t think there are many dishonest 

“ yetail grocers in the city. The only way 
that frauds could be committed by grocers 
involves tampering with their scales. There 
used to be an establishment on Broadway 
that gave me a_ great deal of trouble. 
The proprietors made a practice 
of swindling their customers systematically. 
Their scales would apparently be correct 
when I came round, but, nevertheless, they 
used to fix them over night so that their cus- 
tomers got a good deal less weight than they 
paid for. I detected them finaliy, however, 
and at length they were forced, being un- 
willingtodo business honestly, to quit. 
That was the only case of the kind that I 
remember, but, nevertheless, it won’t do any 
harin for people to reweigh their. groceries 
after purchasing. It is the only certain 
means of knowing that they get full value.” 

‘‘Are the private scales for weighing hay 
and coal! reliable ?”’ 

“Yes, sir; these scales are correct. The 
only way that fraud can be committed is by 
collusion between the weigher and the dealer. 
In such a case there is nothing to prevent 
the weigher from eertifying that the wagon 
contains a greater weight than is really 
there.’ 

“Do you think there are many such 
cases ?’’ 

“No, sir; Ido not.” 

“Is every wagon load of coal weighed and 
Certified ?”’ 

“No, sir; only loads that contain ten bush- 
els and over. lam inclined to think that 
small consumers are constantly being de- 
frauded on this aecount. It is so easy, you 
see, to pive a consumer eight bushels of soft 
coal who pays for ten, that unscrupuluus 
dealers find the temptation irresistibie.”’ 

“And fiour?”’ 

‘The millers are honest. A_ barrel which 
purports to contain 196 pounds of flour al- 
Ways does contain just that amount,”’ 

“Are the retail candy stores reliable as to 
weights?” 

“I think they are. It may happen that 
through the incompetency of a saleswoman 

-apurchaser would get less than he pays fox, 
but he is quite likely, for the same reason, to 
get more. Ifthere are any mistakes they 
oceur, in my opinion, in this manner rather 
than because dealers are untrustworthy.” : 

“Then you thin’ that on the whole St. 
Louis dealers are honest in the matter of 
weights and measures?” 

“Well. as far as my certificate to that effect 
can go, | do think so. l inspect every weight 
and every measure in this city twice a year, 
and I believe 1 perform my duties conscien- 
tiously. When I say, therefore, that 1 very 
rarely detect a dishonest dealer, I 
think I pay a_ high tribute to 
honesty in St. Louis. Still human 
nature is fallibie,andjt is quite Dossible that, 
in spite of all the vigilance my department 
can exact, frauds may be frequent and gross, 
li such is the fact, itis the small consumer 
who suffers. Lhave toid vou how easy it 
would be tocheat in the matter ef small 
guantities of coal, and I believe itis just as 
easy for other dealers to swindle in the same 
Way. Poor peopie send their children 
to groceries and other places 
for their modest supplies of sugar, 
coffee, etc. ; the chiidren take what is given 
them and surrender their money for it, with- 
out knowing whether they are getting just 
Weight or full measure for it or not. The 
inspection law cannot insure honesty on the 
part of deaiers in these cases, and the only 
way that people can be certain that they are 
not being cheated is to reweigh or remea 
ure their parchases when the :

A SIMPLE FIRE-ESCAPE. 


Dr. Hawley Suggests One That May Be 
Carried in a Valise, 


From the Hartford Times. 


Though Dr. George B. Hawley’s feeble 
health will not admit of his taking so active a 
part in daily atfairs as was his wont, he still 
maintains a wg | interest in all that is going 
on, and keeps himself posted by a close 
watch of the daily press. The general dis- 
cussion that has been taking place of late 
with regard to fire-escapes fed him to give 
publicity to an idea that he has had for years, 
and which he unfoided to a Times represen- 
tative yesterday afternoon. It is very sim- 
ple. Procure a stout piece of rope capable of 
sustaining 300 pounds. A quarter-inch hemp 
rope 1s strong enough, but have it throughly 
tested, and have contidence in it. A piece 
150 feet in length will reach double 
to any height likely to be _ re- 
quired. Have one end made into a slip- 
noose. Carry this rope with you whenever 
you travel. It is cheap, and will take very 
little room in a valise or trunk. If the time 
should come when you will have to use it, 
irst lock the duor of your rvom to prevent 
interference from the outside. Take the rupe 
irom your valise. Draw the bed up to the 
window. Wrap yourself in a blanket and 
fasten the noose securely beneath the arm- 
pits. Pass the other end of the rope under- 
ueath the side-piece of the bedstead and 
through the novuse, turning upward. This 
Wiil enable you to lower yourself graduaily 
Without any strain on the hands, to check 
your descent instantly, and _ also 
suspend yourself without any 
One can lower himself  sluwly 
With perfect safety. The blanket serves 
us a protection from the flames and to pre- 
vent the rope hurting the body. If a mau 
has his wile with him, it is an easy matier 
to let her down first, then draw the rope up 
and make his own escape. Dr. Hawley does 
not Consider a Knotted rope of any use, be- 
cause Very lew people are equal to the exer- 
tion of going dowu hand-overjdand, monkey 
fashion. He considers his managemeut slu- 
ple and practical, even for timid wouwenu, It 
is alWays ready, never out of ofder, cheap 
and sauie, Patent fire-escapes nmy do very 
well lor the tine being, he tulaas, but they 
are jiable to be out of order just When waut- 
ed, and people don’t know how to use thei. 
Of Course none of our readers ever anticipat- 
ed being pi.ced in such an untemfortable 
position.

A WIFE-BEATER LASHED. 


The Whipping-Post Revived in Mary- 
land After Sixty-Four Years. 
Baltimore Special to the Morning Journal. 


Edward Foote, who had been convicted of 
brutally beating his wife, was whipped in 
the main hall of the jail here at noon to- 
day, receiving seven lashes. He has also to 
serve sixty days’ imprisonment in the jail. 
Extraordinary interest was centered in the 
case from the fact that it was the first time 
that corporal punishment has been legally 
administered in Maryland since 1819. The 
punishment for the offense is left discretion- 
ary, and Judge Phelps exercised his prerog- 
ative and Ordered the prisoner to receive 
thirteen lashes, but on reconsideration chang- 
ed it to the punishment he received. 

I'he case was taken tothe Court of Ap- 
peals on a writ of error, but the co sus- 
tained the constitutionality of the law. The 
court official, however, failed tosend to t 
sheritf a copy of the decision, and, the hour 
fr the carrying out of the sentence arriving, 
there was some doubt in the Sheriff’s mind 
as to whetherit should be executed, but 
Judge Phelps decided that a copy of the 
opinion of the Court of Appeals was not 
necessary to the carrying outof the sentence, 
inasmuch as the writ of error had not operat- 
ed as a stay of execution and the lashes 
might have been intlicted at any time after 
sentence was passed. The Sheriff thereupon 
decided to carry out the sentence. About 
LWenty-five persons were assembled to wit- 
hess the scene and observe the effect of the 
punishment on the prisoner. 

Precisely at 12 o’clock Warden Morrison 
ordered the prisoner to be brought from his 
cell and made ready for the lash. Foote,who 
iad beea in waiting near the enclosure, was 
brought out by the deputy wardens and in- 
structed to strip to the waist, which he did in 
i hesitating manner, and at. the same time 
Wainfesting signs of weakening. The pris- 
ouer, Whoisot a rather stout build, light 
complexion, with dark hair, black mustache 
and goatee, was dressed in jight working 
clotues and hag on a@ gray checkered shirt. 

Th® deputy wardens fastened his hands to 
the iron railings by means of handcutfis, 
after which he was turned over to the deputy 
sheriff, who, after reading the copy of the 
docket entries of the court, applied the lash, 
using a raw hide about three feet in length 
and about one inch in diameter at the butt, 
tapering toa point. Foote had nerved him- 
self for the ordeal and did not offer the 
slightest resistance by act or word. A dep- 
uty sheriff in quick suecession wielded the 
rawhide and gave the prisoner seven lashes 
across the smail of the back. The imprint 
of the lash was vereeptible, but no blood was 
urawn from the wounds. While the blows 
were being administered the muscles of the 
back twitehed convulsively. ‘The deputy 
sheriff’ seemed somewhat relieved after the 
last blow was inflicted, and quickly walked 
away. The warden then released the pris- 
vner, who picked up his clothing and pro- 
ceeded to his cell. 

One of the wardens said to him, “You 
stood it like a man.’ 

The prisoner replied that he did not mind 
it much, and as he was going up the stairs
